CHARGES 
SYRIAN 
VIOLATIONS

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres yeaterday the 
Syrians with serious violations of 
the disenzagement agreement, in- 
cluding the construction of a track 
to the “Syrian peak” of Mount Her- 
mon and failure to carry out an 
undertaking to settle 100,000 clvi- 
lians in Kuneitra and other areas 

vacated by Israel forces. 

Myr. Peres summoned the com- 
manding officer of the UN Emer- 
gency Force, General Ensi> ‘Sililas- 
yuo to his office and asked him to 
transmit to the Syriens Israel's 
“clear and unequivocal attitude” on 
this issue. He said Israel took a 
grave view of the Syrian measures 
which indicated “a significant change 
in Syria’s military deployment” and 
were in violation of the terms of 
the disengagement accord. 

Present at the meeting were the 
Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf Mordechai 
Gur, and the UNEF commander's 
political adviser, Mr. John Mites, 

Mr. Peres said construction of the 
road to the Hermon peak changed 
the military balance that existed in 
the area on the eve of the disengage- 
Ment agreement and indicated Syr- 
ia’s desire to disrupt the basic aim 
of the disengagement agreement. The 
2,814 metre high peak was taken by 
Israeli forces during the October war 
and vacated under the disengage- 
ment agreement.

WASHINGTON (AP! — U.S. 
Army Chief of Staif ton W. 
Abrama, the general io «= took 


command of U.S. forces in Vietnam 
at ἃ time of crisis in 1968 and 
oversaw the policy reversal that 
led to American withdrawal, died 


Abragns would have been 60 on 
September 15. 

The army announced that he died 
at Walter Reed Army Medical Cen- 
tre with Mrs. Abrams and his six 
children, including two army of- 
ficer sons, at his bedside. 

Hig death resulted from “com- 
Plications that developed during re- 
covery from surgical removal of 
his cancerous lung” on June 6. 

When Abrams assumed command 
of U.S, forces In Vietnam on July 
3, 1968, there were 543,000 Ame- 
ricangs in the country, many of 
them survivors of the Communist 
side's devasting Tet offensive. South 
Vietnam's political system was in 
chaos in the countryside, its mi- 
Iitary forces were reeling from se- 
vere casualties, and President Lyn- 
don ΒΒ. Johnson had announced he 
would not run again because of 
divisiveness in the U.S. over his 
war policies. 

When Abrams left, flve years 
later, American forces had preced- 
ed him, 

It was a different kind of as- 
signment — and certainly the 
toughest ever — for the rumpled 
general whose public reputation had 
been built largely on battlefield he- 
roics. He had been the tank of- 
ficer who relieved beleaguered 
American faratroopers at Bastogne 
in the 1944 Battle of the Bulge 
and won Gen. George 5. Patton's 
sccolade as “the best tank com- 
mander in the army.” 


Saigon protests oil search
